DILEMMAS OF THE TROLLEY BILL. 


Statesman Sterling's trolley bill is 


eompiehcnslvo and compact The copy 
we have received through his courtesy 
gives the companFes the right to carry 
freight and clothes them with the 
power of eminent domain, but it stip- 
ulates that the freight business shall 
at all times be subordinated to the 
passenger service; that no fares shall 
be collected from passengers not pro- 
vided with seats, and that the courts 
m»y enjoin trolley Companies from car- 
rying freight if at any time they shall 
fail to provide adequate passenger 
accommodations. 


As to the latter, the provisions are 


rather drastic and not at all times 
possible of literal compliance. 
Under 


ordinary conditions, trolloy companies 
will be able with tho proper ejtort 
to care for all their passenger traffic 
in accordance with the requirements 
of the bill, but travel is violently varia- 
ble, and unless the trolley companies 
have extra cars standing on every 
corner of the street and every fence 
corner of the country to care for tbe 
rushes ot business which they cannot 
forsoe there must be many times when 
their cars wiu be crowded, temporarily 
at lemt, to standing room only 


In such case, the only remedy ot the 


trolley people Kould be to refuse to 
tftke more passengers until there was 
room to seat thorn In the cars 
Thla
